Letter of Transmittal 


To the Citizens of the Town of Mexico: 


We herewith present to you our Annual Report for the year ending December 
13, 1972, and express to you our pleasure in serving you for the past year. 
During the calendar year 1972, the Board has held 41 Regular and Special 
meetings; this does not include the many hours spent in investigating 
various citizen questions and complaints, nor does it include time spent 
attending various meetings and other responsibilities of the Board members. 


This past year has seen a number of specific gains for the Town of Mexico, 
including road projects rebuilding Granite Street, widening the Bridge at 
Poplar Hill, and applying hot top to Brown Street and Middle Avenue. Also 
the Svecial Town Meeting in November authorized the Town's participation in 
re-construction of the Hale Bridge, ;and the Board has worked with the State 
Department of Transportation in implementing the project, which should result 
in a new bridge by the end of this year. 


As you will note from the other reports contained in the following pages, 

all departments under the jurrisdiction of the Board have performed admirably 
this past year. We would like to give our thanks to all town employees for 
their cooperation with this Board, and their service to the citizdns. We 
would commend the Chief and members of the Police Department for their 
interest in furthering their education, as we know this will benefit both 

the men and the Town of Mexico. 


The Board would also note that considerable use has been made of municipal 
facilities for public meetings, with almost full use being made of the meeting 
rooms a large part of the time. We would point out that municipal facilities 
are for the use of all citizens, and increased use speaks well of citizens' 
interest in the various public organizations in town. 


At this time, this Board would also like to thank David King for serving as 
Town Manager, and wish him well in his vocation. 


Finally, the Board presents, at the end of this Report, its recommendations 
for the 1973 budget. We have put foreward these plans for the benefit of 
the Town, and hope that as the elected representatives of the people, we 
have been able to interpret-the wishes and desires of the citizens we serve.

Report of 


Town Manager 


The year 1972 has seen a number of major strides foreward by the Town of Mexico. 
Perhaps the most important of these is the advent of a concept for municipal 
assistance by both Federal and State levels of government, which has borne 

fruit for the Town to the extent of some seventy thousand dollars during 
calendar 1972. Both instances have been the result of increasing notice by 
lawmakers of the burdens being placed on local property owners for the support 
of those services most directly effecting taxpayers. It is at times difficult 
for the average taxpayer to see where his Federal and State taxes are being 
spent; however he can see, in education, roads, and protection, exactly where 
his lecal tax dollar is being spent. 


Another benefit from Federal assistance is the Hnergency Employment Act, which 
has been-functioning throughout 1972. The Town has had the services of a number 
of people it would not ordinarily be able to afford, with the most notable in 
Social Work, Planning, and Law Enforcement. Although there are reports for 
these areas elsewhere in this publication, may I say here that the Town has 
gained immeasurably from the work of Doris Buotte, Tom Carey, and other PEP 
participants; I only mention these two individuals because they have filled 
positions never before established by the Towne The result of Tom's planning 
is part of the Warrant for the Annual Meeting, most notably the Zoning proposale 
He has also been responsible for the proposed airport industrial park progress 
to date. Mrs. Buotte, who replaced Suzanne Theriault this past summer, has 
been active both in handling welfare clients and in providing assistance to the 
elderly. 


In terms of finances, although the Town has not received quite so large a 
proportion of current year taxes, taxes receivable from last year represents 

a considerable improvement over past yearse Due to infusions of other money, 

we ended 1972 with a healthy cash reserve, and as the auditor's report indicates, 
will be able to increase the Surplus Account considerably, as compared with 
amounts withdrawn. Considerable effort has been made by both the Manager and 
the Treasurer to dispose of Town Owned Property and to reduce Tax Lien indebted- 
nesse With investment of daily tax receipts, the town has been able to realize 
several hundred dollars of added revenue. The Police Department and Fire 
Department have performed well this past year, and we expect to see our new 
Fire Truck in the garage shortly. A survey of the town by the rating service 
will, we expect, resuit in a better classification for the town, witha 
resulting fire insurance rate reduction. We were fortunate in having the 
services of a police intern this past summer, Douglas White, who re-orgainzed 
our police files. Civil Defense has been re-established, with plans for greater 
expansion in 1973. | 
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The Highway Department has been exceptionally busy during all of 1972, starting 
with the severe weather of last winter, continuing with one of the most ambitious 
summer programs in recent years, and finishing with a December of almost con- 
tinual snowfall. Certainly the severity of the winter seasons can be borne out 
by the expenditure of almost thirty per cent over the budgeted funds. However, 
if the citizens desire roads of summer quality during the winter, it is necessary 
to expend appropriate amounts of money. The Department has also performed work 
on a number of projects along with the normal maintenance programe

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Report of Police Department 


As an introduction to this report, I would like to explain that presently 
three of our five patrolmen are still being funded by the Federal Government 
through the Emergency Employment Act. Since the inception of this program I 
feel we have made much progress in most areas of law enforcement. For example, 
with the present manpower level we have been able to make good use of our newly 
acquired radar unit to reduce excessive speeding on our streets, thereby reduc- 
ing accidents. 


We had two resignations in the department this past year. Officer William 
Buckingham left to join the New Ingland Telephone Company and was replaced by 
Donald Kennedy. Officer Emile Carrier left at the end of 1972 to take a position 
with the Oxford County Sheriff Department. He was replaced on a temporary basis 
by Craig Bryant, who had recently left the Rumford Police Department to further 
his education. He will continue this program while here in Mexico. 


This past summer we had the services of a Police Intern, Douglas White, to 
assist our Department in developing an up to date records system as well as 
drafting a policy manual under which members of the Department will operate. 

He is a student at the University of Maine in Augusta; he performed these 
functions and at the same time expanded his knowledge of Law Enforcement. This 
program was made possible through ‘the Omnibus Crime Control Act and the Maine 
Law Inforcement Assistance Agency at no cost the Town. 


Training and education in Law Inforcement is a constant requirement for a 
dedicated officer. Throughout the past year four men have attended the six week 
basic police school. Officer Kennedy attended a one-week advanced training 
session conducted by the Federal Bureau of Investigation. The topic of the 
session centered around developing firearms training within an individual depart- 
mente Currently five of the six men within this department are attending the 
University of Maine at Augusta, pursuing degrees in Criminal Justice. This is 
done on the men's off-duty time on alternative nights so that our staffing does 
not lose the services of any mane Two of our constables have completed a 
thirty hour concentrated course dealing with drugs, criminal investigation, 
interrogation and much more. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my gratitude to the other Law 
Enforcement Agencies in the area and throughout the State who have given us 
their assistance. I also wish to thank the townspeople for their cooperation 
and support which helps us achieve more of our goals. I am looking forward to 
their continued interest in Law Enforcement in this area.

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Report of Civil Defense 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of Mexico: 


1972 marked a year in which the Mexico Department of Civil Defense began to 
‘rebuild an organization which in recent years had lapsed to almost no functions. 
In October, all owners of Mobile homes in Mexico were sent a copy of the 0.C.D. 
booklet "Protecting Mobile Homes from High Winds," along with a cost estimate 
for a typical installation. The Department also obtained an all-wheel drive 
cargo truck from the State Civil Defense Department. This vehicle has been 
used by the highway department, and could be used by the Fire Department if a 
major forest fire were to break out. 


The Department also has been able to obtain Federal funding for administrative 
expenses, including one of the two telephone lines in the town office. Efforts 
have been made to obtain information regarding various types of preparedness 
for local business and industry, with appropriate pamphlets distributed to 
these agencies. 


We would hope 1973 will see increased activity, including participation by 
more citizens in the program, as well as more use of Federal matching funds 
for expensese Any citizen interested in exploring available opportunities 
for volunteer service is urged to contact the Director.

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Report of Road Commissioner 


With the increasing amount of work done on the roads and streets of the Town of 
Mexico, I felt it would be appropriate to include in the Mexico Annual Town 
Report a separate narrative pertaining to this work, since an appropriate amount 
of explanation would be cumbersome to include as part of the Manager's Report. 


At the outset, I would point out for those who may not realize the fact, the 
appropriation labeled "Winter Roads" covers expenditures from January 1 to 
April 1, and from November 1 to December. 31, therefore encompassing two separate 
winter seasonse Generally in the course of a few years the severity of the 
separate seasons balances off, but for 1972, the latter part of the 71-72 and 
the first part of the 72-73 winter seasons have both been extraordinary in the 
number and type of storms. 1972 commenced with snow and ice storms, and 
resulted in large expenditures in salt, coupled with a necessity of re-stocking 
a depleted supply or road sande In fact, by the close of the 71-72 winter 
season in March, over eighty per cent of the appropriation had been spent, with 
forty per cent of the months remaining. Generally the months of November and 
December are less severe than the January to March period, but in 1972 snow 
started to fall around Thanksgiving, and averaged two storms a week through 

the end of the year. The type of storm also has a bearing on the amount of 
work necessary to remove the snow--the majority of late 1972 storms fell in 
such a way as to leave packed snow on the roads, which could not be removed for 
some time. Also, almost every snowfall was followed by freezing rain, necessita- 
ting the heavy use of salt. In some cases, the pickup of snow on the sidewalks 
was not completed until the end of the year from the first storm. The lateness 
of our new truck also played a part in our problems, since until its arrival 
shortly before Christmas it was necessary to use our 1963 truck as a primary 
vehicle, resulting in a number of breakdowns over and above the usual expected 
at the start of a seasone 


The weather was far from cooperative with respect to the summer work also. 

Rain in the spring and early summer prevented the completion of street sweeping 
until late in the summer, and delayed the tarring program many timese Due to 
the availability of personnel from the school Neighborhood Youth Corps, the 
Town did not hire any extra summer personnel, and thanks to the young people 

on that program for by painting and a litter patrol the Town took on a new 
look during the summer. 


The project to widen the bridge on the Poplar Hill Road was completed this 
summer, with the exception of lowering one end of the south side rail. A 
determination was made that the actual widening of the span was unnecessary, 
and the sides of the existing bridge were heightened and a channel steel rail 
was installed, resulting in full use of the existing roadway and safe 
protection from vehicles leaving the road. The Third Street Wall was not 
re-constructed due to a lack of ties, but the funds have been carried to 1973, 
with the expectation of locating sufficient material. 


Granite Street was re-built for a distance of some 1200 feet, from Mitchell 
Street to Abbott School. This section was started due to the severe deterior- 
ation of the Street from Spring Street to a point some 400 feet easterly, which 
would have had to be repaired at a cost of some thousand dollars. The most 
expensive aspect of this section was the construction of a wall from Mitchell 


Street easterly. Fall found the Street graded and ready for paving, but this 
was postponed until 1973 to permit the new construction to settle. Paving, 
curbing, and a sidewalk on the northerly side will be done this coming spring. 
Considerable work was also done for property abuttors, as their driveways and 
yards were affected by the project.

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Report of Planner 


January, 1972 marked the beginning of full time planning service for 
the Town of Mexico. Although the first few weeks were primarily organiza- 
tional subsequent weeks of work laid the foundation for many currently solid 
projects and programs. One early effort was to reorganize and expand the 
Mexico Planning Board under home rule. Currently the board is comprised 
of 9 hard working members who have extended many hours of service to the 
citizenry of Mexico in drafting zoning and shoreland zoning proposals for 
betterment of Mexico. In February of 1972 the Maine Community Betterment 
program was introduced to Mexico. Since that date the Maine Community 
Betterment committee has completed a community profile; entered its various 
accomplishments into statewide M.CeB. competetion and tied for fourth place; 
compiled, distributed, and catalogued a survey to determine the recreation 
and social problem in Mexico's urban area; and is currently striving to 
organize a recreation program in Mexico. As a member of the Board of Dir- 
ectors of the Greater Rumford Community Center I hope to advance Mexico's 
involvement in area and local recreation. 

Also initiated in February was an effort to expand industrial develop- 
ment possibilities within Mexico and the area. The concept of an airport 
industrial park has been implemented to attain this desired end. This 
office has organized the Greater Rumford Airport Industrial Park Authority 
to coordinate this project which is progressing well and has currently 
received Federal, State, and County assistance in the advancement of the 
project. This office is also very involved with the Oxford County Redevelop- 
ment Committee's activities. The local representatives to the Committee 
have worked to ease unemployment in the areas The County Overall Economic 
Development Administration in Washington has been approved. This approval 
qualifies the County for E.D.A. grants. 

Herewith in the warrant are articles proposed by this offices zoning, 
shoreland zoning, building code, and recreation department. These articles 
represent part of this office's effort to better the community of Mexico. 
There is much more that can be done.

We had an average of 21-27 cases per 
month. 


We have served between 550-600 persons per month in the Federally Donated 


Commodities program.

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Report of 
Rumford-Mexico Sewerage District 


The Rumford-Mexico Sewerage District has met regularly at the Mexico 
Town Hall during 1972. Stuart Cooper was re-appointed trustee for a three 
year term by the Rumford Board of Selectmen and Oscar Taylor was re-appointed 
trustee for a three year term by the Mexico Board of Selectmen. The following 
officers were elected’ 

Hayden Rogers, Chairman 
Kenneth Brown, Vice-Chairman 
Oscar Taylor, Treasurer 
Stuart Cooper, Clerk 

On May 31, the District learned that Oxford Paper Company wished to with- 
draw from the District and would plan to treat its own industrial waste water. 
This change became necessary when the Federal law changed federal aid condi- 
tions. With no federal aid available for the industrial portion, it became 
uneconomic for Oxford to participate in a joint treatment system. 

The engineering plans being prepared by Whitman and Howard, Inc for 
the joint treatment system were not complete and when Oxford Paper Company 
withdrew, work on these plans was terminated. Oxford has obtained the plans 
and a financial settlement will be worked out with Whitman and Howard, Inc. 
early in 1973. This part of the system should not cost Rumford or the Dis- 
trict any money. 

A new design was required for a treatment facility to treat the muni- 
cipal sewage from Rumford and Mexico. The District has hired the consulting 
firm of Coffin and Richardson, Inc. to do this work. The contract requires 
completion of the plan by March, 1973. The proposed treatment facility 
will be located in Mexico and land known locally as the "Farmer's Daughter 
site" which is about one mile south of the Ridlonville bridge. 

Final plans for all portions of the Rumford-Mexico Sewerage District 
system will be completed in 1973 and construction will be started when fin- 
ancial aid becomes available. Completion of the system in 1974 is antici- 
pated.

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Report of 
Androscoggin Home Health Service 


In 1972 the Androscoggin Home Health Services had its most active year 
ever serving residents of the Androscoggin-Franklin-Oxford County region. 
Nearly 40,000 nursing, physical therapy, speech therapy, health aide and home- 
maker visits were provided to more than 1,600 patients/clients, an increase of 
61% over 1971-6 


While services were distributed over all age groups, our special emphasis 
has continued to be serving the elderly population. Our primary goal is to 
enhance the potential for people to remain in their homes--to retain and/or 
maintain their independence. 


Speaking of independence, a major factor contributing to the increased 
service capacity noted above was our participation in the Maine Department of 
Health and Welfare sponsored Project Independence, this area's special program 
designed to improve services to senior citizens. Through Project Independence 
the Androscoggin Home Health Services was able to utilize a large portion of 
its municipal donations to obtain matching federal funds, thus tripling the 
impact of the community-raised dollars. 


Also with the assistance of Project Independence, the AH.H.S. provided a 
series of health screening clinics for senior citizens during April, May and 
Junee Some 1,000 persons participated in these clinics, with 204 being identified 
as needing followup examinations. Our goal was early detection of health problems; 
followup investigation indicated a significant number of participants discov- 
ered previously unknown health problems, many of which could be effectively 
controlled through medical attention. 


In the Town of Mexico the AwH.H.S. provided home care services to thirty- 
three patients and their families. Collectively these people received six 
hundred seventy-one visits in categories as follows: nursing, 666; physical 
therapy, De

Once again, it is our pleasure to offer our report for the past 
year’s activities. The audit shows a good financial position at the end 
of the year with the help of State and Federal Revenue Sharing 
mo 


THe 1968 GMC sand truck was replaced by a new 1974 GMC late 
in the year. It is hopeful that we will have the authorization to pur- 
chase a replacement for the 1963 International. The new 1974 Police 
Cruiser ordered in 1973 arrived in February of 1974 and is now in use. 

Construction on the Hale Bridge began in the fall with the 
removal of the old bridge and installation of new abutments. The 
bridge should be completed by late August of 1974. 

The signal light at the corner of Main Street and Roxbury Road 
was installed this summer, however due to confusion of the placement 
of the lights, they are not operating as well as expected. The State 
Engineer is now working to correct the situation. 

Granite Street from Mitchell Street to Pleasant Street has been 
completed, with a sidewalk for the children going to school. It is 
hoped in the near future to complete the remaining section. 

Several parcels of town owned property were sold during the 
year, in keeping with our long range policy of selling all possible tax 
acquired property as soon as the tax liens expire. 

Considerable use has been made of municipal facilities for public 
meetings. Due to the energy crisis, effective January 1, 1974, the lower 
hall has been closed to public meetings after 5:00 P.M. Early in the 
spring, we are hopeful that the hall again can be opened to evening 
meetings. 

The board at this time would like to thank Raynold Blanchette 
for serving as town manager, and wish him well in the future. We also 
would like to give our thanks to all town employees for their 
cooperation with the board and their fine services to the citizens of 
Mexico. 

At the end of this report the board presents its recommendations 
for the 1974 budget. We have put forward those plans for the benefits 
of the town and hope that as the elected representatives of the people 
we have been able to interpret the wishes of the citizens whom we

On March 5, 1973 I assumed my duties as your town manager. It 
has been a pleasure to serve you and following is a report of some of 
the events of the past year. 

The Public Employment Program, better known as P.E.P. is still 
in effect, but it is a possibility that it may end in June. However, it is 
hopeful that it will be extended. 

The construction of the Highway Garage is nearing completion, 
and we hope to be operating from there by early spring. The garage is 
certainly going to be a great asset to the town, and to the highway 
department in particular. 

We replaced one of our trucks this year and also purchased a new 
sander. This fall has been a difficult time for our highway crew 
because of the over abundance of rain. The summer months were 
spent preparing Granite Street for paving. A complete system of 
underground drainage was installed. In addition, some much needed 
work was done on Leavitt Street, Meadow Street, and Middle 
Avenue. Middle Avenue will have to be resurfaced in the spring, and 
hopefully at this time construction will begin on Harlow Hill Road 
and Backkingdom Road under the Town Road Improvement Fund 
which is State subsidized. 

The Fire and Police Departments have performed admirably 
under the capable leadership of our chiefs William Whytock and John 
J. Bernard, Jr. 

Civil defense has been under greater expansion than ever before 
and will hopefully become even more active in 1974. 

Progress has been made in the removal of the many dead trees 
within the town limits. 

It is my pleasure to report that ninety-two percent of the 1973 
taxes were collected by December 31, 1973. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of Selectmen. 
my office staff, other town officials and the citizens for their 
cooperation throughout the past year.

Again this year I would like to take this opportunity to express 
my gratitude to the many people and agencies that have assisted and 
supported the Mexico Police Department in our efforts to provide the 
best possible service to the Town of Mexico. I would hope that all who 
have had contact with us have come away with a better understanding 
of the need for Law Enforcement and its importance in this com- 
munity and elsewhere in our country. 

During the past year our officers have undergone many hours of 
training in the furtherance of their job skills. Myself, Sgt. Averill, and 
Officer Young are presently continuing through evening courses. This 
past summer, Officer Kennedy, with the aid of our Police Assistant 
Doug White, set up a Firearms Training Course Range at the Athletic 
Field off Roxbury Road. This range is also made available to other 
area Law Enforcement Agencies, such as; the Rumford and Dixfield 
Police Departments, Oxford County Sheriff Department, Maine State 
Police, Maine Game Warden Service, Maine State Liquor Inspectors. 
At the range emphasis is placed on the proper and safe use of the 
service firearms. All of our officers have attended many individual 
training sessions of various topics. Education and training are firm 
requirements for a police officer if he is to stay abreast of this con- 
stantly changing field. 

The current “Energy Crisis” that this country is presently ex- 
periencing poses a new set of Law Enforcement problems. Unem- 
ployment and the scarcity of certain items will invariably have their 
impact on this area as well. I would like to ask all of our townspeople 
to assist us by becoming aware of what is going on around their own 
homes and by making us aware as well. If we all get involved, we can 
clear up a lot of our problems by becoming a deterrent against crime.

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Report of Civil Defense Director 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of Mexico: 


The year of 1973 has been a very active one for the Civil Defense 
Department. Early in the spring when there was danger of a flood, we 
evacuated several families from their homes to shelters until it was 
safe to return. 

During the year I have attended many meetings throughout the 
area to become better acquainted with all aspects of Civil Defense. 
During the second week of November we conducted a mock disaster 
drill to benefit the Police Department, Fire Department, Ambulance 
Service, and the Hospital. The main objective was to test the ef- 
ficiency of each department. It was considered a successful drill. 

In November the Oxford County Civil Defense Department 
requested community welfare center inventory of the supplies and 
buildings in the immediate area available in case of an emergency. The 
Town of Mexico has 13 buildings that would house refugees in times 
of flood or other dangers. 

Due to the energy crisis the Civil Defense Department is 
requesting information on tuel storage capacity within the town. 

The Town has been fortunate to receive federal funding for 
administrative expenses including one of the two telephone lines in the 
Town Office.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and Citizens of the Town of 
Mexico: 


Planning may be defined as “The systematic selection of desirable 
change.” Four elements are incorporated into this. Namely, goal, 
objective, project and priority. The important thing is to keep all 
elements flexible — adjustable to new conditions — and subject to the 
wishes and desires of the townspeople within the confines of the 
current laws. To cite several of particular import now relating to 
shoreland zoning: Chapter 564, sections 4811-4814, of Title 12 revised 
Statutes. 

The first part of 1973 was spent by the planning board in com- 
pleting shoreland zoning, town zoning and a new building code. These 
were presented through the town warrant to the voters at our last 
annual town meeting. Acceptance was given through hand vote 
ballot. 

In. the immediate post period controversy arose throughout the 
town regarding various aspects of these ordinances and alternatives. 
Two special hearings were held to discuss all phases of these 
regulations. A special town referendum was called, advertised and a 
vote taken by Australian ballot. This action resulted in the abolish- 
ment of the prior local legislation. 

The summer months were a period of recess for the board of 
planning. The latter part of September we convened as a board at 
which time I was appointed Chairman to replace the vacancy created 
by the resignation of Mr. Thomas Carey. At this time we voted to 
concentrate our efforts jointly with the recreation committee to help 
them in any possible way. Currently under consideration is planning 
toward a Bicentennial (American Revolution) observance. 

In conclusion, | would express appreciation to each member of 
the board for their helpfulness and understanding. To the citizens for 
their tolerance and the selectmen for their support.

There is a State law against littering and this is simply a case of lit- 
tering. As Health Officer, I will enforce this law in the future. 


It must be emphasized that some of our residents do not trouble 
themselves to find out the time or date of collection in their area. 
Please check newspapers and the local radio station for collection time 
and dates in your area especially on a holiday. If there is no collection 
please do not put out trash until following week. 


Residents with septic tanks or cesspools are requested to check 
them in the spring of the year to stop complaints. 
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Mothers are urged to report all contagious diseases to either the 
Health Officer or to the Town Office.

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Report of 
Androscoggin Home Health Service 


At no time in our recent history have we experienced a year so 
filled with uncertainties, surprises, and crises with such grave im- 
plications for the future stability of American Life. Organizations, like 
individuals, have not been immune to the events of 1973 and this, of 
course, includes the Androscoggin Home Health Services. | 


Despite the upheavals, economic and otherwise, of the recently 
concluded year, we at the A.H.H.S. believe that our services to the 
“Tri-County” public were strengthened during the year, and view 
1974 with guarded optimism in terms of our ability to continue to 
improve and expand our service offerings. 


During the first eleven months of 1973 our home health care 
program served some 1,350 individual patients in the region, ob- 
viously impacting quite directly on the lives of countless others related 
in one way or another to these patients. Home care consists of such 
services as nursing, physical therapy, homemaking, and home health 
aide care, provided individually or in various combinations to sick 
patients in their own homes. Collectively, over 30,000 units (visits) of 
these services were provided. For many of these 1,350 patients, the 
fact that home care was available meant shorter hospital stays; for 
others, it meant being at home rather than in a nursing or boarding 
home facility. 


In addition to the home care program, we provided a variety of 
senior citizen health clinics throughout the year. These consisted of a 
general health screening program, flu shot clinics in some com- 
munities, and a region-wide glaucoma screening clinic, all co- 
sponsored by Project Independence and administered on a no-charge 
basis. Results of the screening clinics were quite remarkable in terms 
of the large number of physical problems uncovered, most of which 
represented correctible, or at least controllable problems. One can 
only speculate on the potential amount of future health care ex- 
penditures saved for those who prevented a health crisis through early 
detection of a disease. 


Early in 1973 the agency assumed a new role of major 
significance. Under contract to the Maine Department of Health and 
Welfare, we are now responsible for assuring that some 6,000 children 


36 ANNUAL REPORT | 


eligible for Medicaid benefits in Androscoggin and Oxford counties 
receive periodic health assessments. This is a nationwide program 
with emphasis on prevention of medical problems, rather than on the 
more costly practice of crisis interventions. 


In Mexico our staff provided 529 home care visits to 36 patients 
during the first 11 months of 1973. These visits included nursing, 
physical therapy and home health aide care. Additionally, some thirty 
senior citizens visited our glaucoma detection and general health 
screening clinics. The overall cost of providing these services was 
slightly in excess of $7,000, of which $1,700 was given without charge. 
Mexico's 1973 appropriation assisted greatly in enabling absorption of 
this deficit; we are indebted to the citizens for this needed help.

Upon this department lay the 
responsibility for policy determination and administration of 
recreation within the Town of Mexico. The appointed board believes 
they have fullfilled the duties of this department. 


In the year 1973 we have been openly active in many areas. We 
have given assistance to the little league, the pony league, held a street 
dance and sponsored a donkey baseball game. We met with the local 
snowmobile club to see if we could work together in making trails for 
winter use and during the summer as hiking trails. We met with 
citizens of the Duntile Street area to see if we could help in a second. 
skating rink for the children of this area. We consented to have water 
piped to the area for flooding of the rink, if the citizens would flood 
and maintain it. It will be the Department’s responsibility to run and 
maintain the skating rink at St. Theresa’s parking area. The committee 
in charge of this rink will be Mr. Earl Brown, Mr. Joseph Nasatowicz, 
and Mr. Harry Richard. 


The board believes that Mexico is lacking in many areas of 
recreation. One example would be the lack of playgrounds, so we 
have tried to make this our main project, along with building two full 
size tennis courts. We are in hope of being able to obtain Federal and 
State Matching Funds for both of these projects. It is the belief of the 
board that this first year was very productive, in so much as the 
Town of Mexico has started a good recreation program for our 
children and for the adult citizens of the town. It is our hope that the 
townspeople will accept and pass the article in this year’s warrant to 
allow the Board of Recreation the privilege to be able to continue 
serving the town in a recreational capacity.

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Report of 
Rumford-Mexico Sewerage District 


The Rumford-Mexico Sewerage District met regularly during the 
year. Until October all meetings were held at the Mexico Town Hall. 
Beginning in October meetings were held at office space located on the 
second floor of the Maine National Bank building which space was 
rented at a nominal fee in anticipation of the district’s requirements 
from now through the construction period. The Board wishes to 
express its appreciation to the Town of Mexico for the use of its 
facilities over the past two and a half years. 


Pat Defilipp and Nicholas Puiia were re-appointed to the Board 
for a three year term by the Boards of Selectmen of the Towns of 
Mexico and Rumford respectively. Officers of the Board for the year 
1973 remained unchanged. 


Final plans for all required facilities including capacity to treat 
Dixfield and Peru sewage as required by the State D.E.P. were sub- 
mitted to the State and forwarded to the Federal E.P.A. prior to the 
June 1st deadline. However, a freeze on federal funding has delayed 
any further progress toward going to construction and other delaying 
requirements have been imposed by E.P.A. An environmental impact 
hearing was required and was held at the Mexico Town Hall on June 
aoe 


The Town of Rumford was required to adopt a system of user 
charges to pay Rumford’s share of the operating and maintenance 
costs of the district and finally the district was required to make an 
infiltrationinflow analysis at existing facilities in Rumford and 
Mexico at an estimated cost of $25,000 and causing an additional 
delay of several months. An attempt to obtain relief from this 
requirement was made without success. The Board then voted to 
proceed with the analysis. 


We believe that start of construction has been delayed at least 


a year beyond our previously anticipated starting date. We now 
anticipate that if federal funding is assured by January 1st 1974 
construction may be started in the spring of 1974. 


Our operating budget for 1974 has been established at $16,500 
but in as much as the anticipated activity for 1973 did not materialize 
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there will be sufficient funds still available at the end of 1973 to fund 
the 1974 budget so no assessment will be made against the Town of 
Rumford or Mexico Sewerage District for the district’s operating 


budget for 1974.
